tJTANFOBD'S MAIUES SPEECH. 


It Prove* Effective in Securing at 


Needrit Appropriation. 


Biddleberger's attack upon the bill 


appropriating $350,000 for a site for the 
new Postoffice in San Francisco WES 
evidently not because of any objection 
to the measure, but because it furnished 
him with an opportunity of assailing 
his former friend Malione, who is Chair- 
man of the Committee on Public Build- 
ings. At the time he began his speech 
Stanford, Evarts and the Quaker Sena- 
tor Chase, of Rhode Island, had their 
chairs pulled together and were engaged 
in conversation. When Riddleberger 
spoke of the' San Francisco Postoffice 
bill, Mahone looked back to Stanford, 
indicating that he should defend his 
own measure. Stanford moved over to 
where Kiddleberger was speaking. The 
Semite soon filled up with members, 
who are nlrays eager to see any scenes 
that occur on the floor. 


When Riddleberger got through his 


Attack on Mahone, Stanford rose to 
make a reply. It was tbe first time he 
had risen to maks a speech, and accord- 
ing to the courtesy of tho body, a Sena- 
tor's virgin effort is always received 
with marked attention. All the Sena- 
tors laid aside writing, their papers and 
books and turned toward the new 
speaker. 
Stanford spoke clearly, but 


with force, and in a short time had so 
presented the needs of San Francisco 
for a new Postofnce that he convinced 
the Senate that Riddleberger's attack 
was unjustified. He said (hit San Fran- 
cisco is a city of 300,000 people. It had 
the promise of being a very large city. 
The present Postoffice building was 
erected years ago, when the city was 
ranch smaller. The needs of a Post- 
office have outgrown the capacity of tbe 
old building. It is now insscure, and 
the next earthquake may raze it to the 
ground. Beside the urgent necessity 


be Aisistant Secretary ol Legation of 
the United States at London; John D.

ing that a new building was absolutely 
and unequivocally danmnded, both by 
the needs of the service aud justice to 
the pity. 


The morning expired before a vote 


could be taken on the bills, and when 
they were brought up again in the after- 
noon KidJIeberger was not in his seat, 
and they were passed without further 
discussion.

WOBKIHO OUT. 


Auburn Henld. 


Miss Carrie Josephine, replying iu the 


Nevada Transcript to a complaint made 
by a correspondent that it is next to 
impossible to secure female help to take 
the place of the Chinese, says: "There 
would be little difficulty in obtaining 
j'amale help if women who 'work out' 
were treated as other laborers are." 
Miss Carrie is right. We preach tbat 
honest labor is honorable, and yet as a 
rule we do not honor those who labor. 
This is true as to both sexes, but more 
so as regards females. As Carrie says: 
A miner, a farmer, a clerk, or a hostler, 
is respected and admitted to consider- 
able social distinction; but let a "ser- 
vant girl" knock for admission to so- 
ciety and she is at once made to feel 
tbat no servant girls need apply. As s 
rule tbe best men we have, estimated ou 
the basis of true manhood, are the 
miners, tbe farmers, the clerks and tho 
hostlers. As a rule also the best women 
we have, those who make the best wives 
and best mothers, are those who would 
rather work at any honorable calling 
than be Ule, especially when their cir- 
cumstances are inch as not to justify 
idleness. There are few men who ever 
amounted to anything tbat can say their 
mothers did not work. The mothers of 
the brat part of the present generation 
at some time in their lives "worked 
out," and their children are better for 
it. The girl who works out to-day may 
yet call some great Statesman, some 
noted divine, some distinguished war- 
rior, or honored inventor, her son. This 
is much more likely than tbat such 
matronly pride will ever fall to the list- 
less, idle, aimless bird of fashion. All 
honor to those who work, and especi- 
ally to the girl who scorns to be depen- 
dent so long as independence costs no 
greater sacrifice than honest toil. The 
girl, however, who works out has more 
to contend with than the man who 
works out, and for this reason, instead 
of being exposed to slights in any way, 
she should receive eitra encouragement, 
and shonldunder all circumstances have 
the hearty recognition it all honest and 
honorable people. We should make 
"working out" so eminently respectable 
that all our girls would seek a plac«, for 
a season at least, for the inestimable 
benefit which the experience would be 
to them in after years.
